»- We want to danish negotiating the 
global free trade agreement with 
Israel this year, so that we can 
start applying It on January 1, 1974," 
according to Paul Baebr, spokesman 
of the E.E.C. Commission on ex- 
ternal affairs. 

He was talking to The Jerusalem 
Post after a dinner in honour of 
the visiting Common Market dele- 
gation given by Mr. Hatm Bar-Lev, 
Minister of Commerce and Industry, 
in the Jervazlem Theatre on Thura- 
day evening. The delegation, headed 
by H. Sigrist, forms one elde of the 
Ysrael-Euromart Mixed Commission, 
which meets periodically to review 
Israel's commercial agreement with 
the E.E.C. Included in the delegation 
for the fret time are representatives 
of Britain, Denmark and Ireland. 

In his addresa at Thursday’s din- 
ner, Mr, Bar-Lev stressed that the 
free trade agreement must eliminate 
dues on Israel's farm produce as 
well az on its industrial goods, This 
18 more important to Israel, which 
exports a high proportion of agri- 
cultural commodities, than to Eu- 
rope, which exports relatively little. 

Responding to this declaration, Dr. 
Baehr told The Post, “We intend 
to include agricultural products in 
the free trade agreement — though 
not all of them.” 


NO FORMAL APPROVAL 

The Commission's proposal to ne- 
gotizte a free trade zone has been 
accepted in principle by the Council 
of Ministers; but they have yet 
to give formal] approval, he said. 

Dr. Baebr went on: "The agree- 
ment will not be Hmited exclusively 
to commercial matters. We plan to 
include other topies as well, in par- 
ticular technological and scientific 
cooperation." 

The agreement with Israel will 
be part of an agreement with the 
whole Mediterranean area. “It is 
our sincere wish that by creating 
8 free trade zone with the Mediter- 
ranean countries we cun contribute 
to peace and welfare in the whole 
region. The fact that we have con- 
eluded a commercial treaty with 
Egypt shows that both of you re- 
gard us as ἃ fair partner,” he noted. 

Questioned about the provisions 
for agriculture, Moshe Alon, Israel's 
‘Ambassador to Belgium and the 
Common Market, told The Post yes- 
terday: “The protocol states that 
the global agreement shall cover ‘a 
substantial part of agricultural prod- 
ucts, and that means a minimum 
of 80 per cent, according to the 
GATT (General Agreement on Traf- 
fic and Trade) rules. 

“The plan we are discussing in 
the Mixed Commission runs on the 
following lines. By 1977, tariffs on 
our exports to the E.E,C. shall be 
reduced to zero. This applies to in- 
dustrial goods, and to whatever is 
agreed in agriculture. For agricul- 
ture, the principle !s accepted of 
‘Mediterranean equality. In other 
words, whatever the Maghreb gets,

BREMEN, Germany (AP). — Georg 
Duckwitz, the German diplomat who 
helped thwart Nazi plans to deport 
Danish Jews to death camps, died 
Friday én his native Bremen, his 
family reported. He was 6&8. 

A post-war ambassador to Den- 
mark and India, Duckwitz climaxed 
his diplomatic career in i870, when 
he negotiated a historic non-ag- 

pact between West Ger- 
many and Poland. 

Duckwiiz's role in helping save 
more than 5,000 Danish Jews from 
Hitler's “finel solution” made him 
8. prominent German figure in post- 
war Scandinavia. 

Duckwitz was sent to Copenhagen 
in 1939 by the Berlin foreign minis- 
try to serve as a shipping adviser. 
Duckwitz promoted measures to 
sourter the Nazi repression, con- 
ducting negotiations with Swedish 
oSiclals and secret meetings with 
Danish resistance leaders. 

Learning of Nazl plans to round 
up Danish Jews in 1943, Duckwitz 
warned the resistance — an alert 
that allowed time to smuggle most 
Danish Jews aboard small vessels 
for their escape to neutral Sweden.

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Algeria shows interest in 
an anti-hijack pact 


WASHINGTON. — Algeria has ap- 
proached the United States concern- 
ing the possible conclusion of an 
anti-hijacking agreement, the State 
Department said Friday. 

Press Officer Charles W. Bray 
said the U.S. had advised the Al- 
gerian Government ft was willing 
to receive proposals on the subject. 

Bray said the Assistant Secretary 
of State for African Affairs, David 
Newsom, briefed the chief Algerian 
representative in Washington, Abdel- 
kader Bousselham, on the terms of 
the agreement the U.S. and Cuba 
signed Thursday. 

‘There have been no diplomatic 
relations between Algeria and the 
U.S. since the 1967 Arab-IsraeH war, 
so Bousselham operates as head of 
the Algerian interest section of the 
Embassy of Guinea, which repre- 
sents Algeria in Washington. 

Administration officials obviously 
were pleased by ‘Algeria's interest, 
because that country has been one 
of the more spectacular refuges for 
those fleeing justice in the U.S. 


The Soviet Union yesterday greet- 
ed the Cuban-American hijacking 
agreement as a positive shift in 
Washington's attitude towards Pre- 
mier Fidel Castro and urged full 
normalization of relations between 
the two countries. 

With the backing of a court or- 
der, the U.S. anti-hijacking security 
programme was fully implemented 
Friday as 4,500 armed guards were 
posted at airport boarding gates 
around the nation. 

But a spokesman for the Airport 
Operators Council International, a 
trade organization representing air- 
ports, said “the question now is 
whether the airports can afford to 
recruit enough guards” to keep the 
programme at full strength. 

According to the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA), 476 of the 
531 airports served by the scheduled 
atrlines stationed guards at board- 
ing gates to reinforce the required 
electronic screening and carry-on 
luggege search put into effect 
January 5. (UPI, Reuter) 


THREE WOUNDED IN BELFAST 
More hit-and-run raids 


BELFAST (UPI). — A gunman 
firing trom a car seriously wounded 
ἃ Protestant man yesterday in the 
third shooting attack in Belfast in 
12 hours. The victim was in very 
scrious condition, a police spokesman 
said. 

The condition of a British soldier 
shot in. the back by a sniper in 
Belfast's Catholic Lower Falls area 
and a man found shot in the head 
in a parked car on Friday night 
was also very serious. 

The shooting of a2 man from the 
car followed a pattern that has be- 
come grimly familiar in Northern 
Ireland over recent weeks—roaming 
frunmen, either Protestant or Roman 
Catholic, making random _hit-and- 
run strikes with little evident ob- 
jective other than to exact revenge 
er create terror. 


In another incident, Roman Cathv- 
Nes drinking In a Belfast tavera 
were given 10 seconds to leave be- 
fore a bomb exploded on Friday 
night. As they rushed for safety after 
the telephoned warning, a bomb ex- 
Floded at the door of the bar. 

The explosion ripped through the 
bar, wounding six of the fleeing 
customers. The attackers, assumed 
to be Protestant extremists, escaped 
in a fast car. 

A number of people also had a 
marrow escape when troops sealed 
off part of downtown Eelfast to 
enable explosives experts to burn out 
an incendiary bomb planted by an 
armed youth and a girl near a tank 
of infammahie chemicals in a dry- 
cleaner's shop. Explosives experts 
also detonated 4 bomb in a parked 
car in central Belfast.

“I think that the case, in its 
particularity, Is one of the first if 
not the only in world (medical) li- 
terature," Mazzoni sald Friday. 


The child, Susy Sinacore, was 
brought to the hospital minutes 
after the crash in which another 
person was killed. In critical con- 
dition with internal haemorrhaging, 
she was rushed to the operating 
room amd was ready for surgery 
within 11 minutes of her arrival. 


For the first two days after the 
operation, the child required an 
“enormous quantity” of blood trans- 
fusions and suffered viclent cranial 
trauma, the surgeon said. But in the 
second day she began to emerge 
from her coma.

The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a decision of the 
Tel Aviv District Court delivered on 
January 17, 1972 (in C.C. 2597/71). 

The General Federation of Labour 
(Histadrut) decided to set aside 5.5 
per cent of the dues which they 
receive from thelr members for a 
political fund to be divided amongst 
the parties affiliated to it. The res- 
pondent, who is 2 member of the 
Histadrut, objected to this, arguing 
that it was unjust to him (and, he 
said, thousands of others like him) 
that money intended for medical 
and social services be diverted to 
political funds. He therefore applied 
to the Tel Aviv District Court for 
a declaratory judgment to the ef- 
fect that the Histadrut's decision 
to divert this money to the various 
political parties affiliated to it is 
unlawful, 


The Histadrat for its part asked 
the District Court to strike out the 
action in limine on the grounds 
that in accordance with section 24 
of the Labour Courts Law, 1969, it 
comes within the exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of a regional labour court. 
Section 24(a)14) provides that: 
“A Regional Court shall have ex- 
elusive ower to hear actions between 
an employee and an employees’ or- 
ganization connected with member- 
ship or with the sphere of activity 
of the organization in labour 


The District Court dismissed this 
request, whereupon the Wistadrut 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 

Mr. L Tunlk appeared for the ap- 


pellant 
Jadgment 


Justice Berinson, who delivered 
the first opinion of the Supreme 
Court, noted that the appellant had 
based its tt on the submis- 
sion that the action brought by 
‘the respondent is “connected with 
his membership” within the mean- 
ing of section 24(a)(4} of the La- 
bour Courts Law, as the respon- 
dent pays his dues by virtue of his 
membership in the appellant organi- 
zation and his failure to pay 
ἢ} them would terminate this member- 

ship. He agreed with the District 

Court, - Justice Berinson held, that 
this argument could not be accepted. 
For section 24(a}(4) does not refer 
[te an action on a matter connected 
with membership in an employees’ 
organization, but to an action which 
is itself .counected with such mem- 
bership; or, in other words, to an 
action in which the question at is- 
sue ig the very existence of the 
membership of the employee in the 
employees’ organization, and not 
just any matter connected with his

The world is doomed by its own 
success to imminent collapse accord- 
ing to-a computer-drawa picture of 
the future, says an American report. 
But the prediction is panicky and 
wrong, according to English experts. 
NIGEL HAWKES explains how the 
two come to dramatically different 
conclusions from the same facts. 


Wil) there be room for everyone ? 


a few small changes postpones 
Doomsday for another two centuries 
at least. 

While not all these criticisms are 
new, Sussex does produce new evi- 
dence in support of them. They 
have rum the World 3 model, and 
its predecessor World 2, through 
their own computer, making e few 
adjushments here and there aud 
watching the results. These show, 
for example, that if you feed into 
the model the assumption that the 
amounts of known mineral and fuel 
reserves will increase by a modest 
two per cent a year and that pol- 
lution control technology will im- 
prove at the same rate, collapse in 
the system can be postponed in- 
definitely. 

Professor Meadows admits the 
truth of this, but says that it 
signifies nothing. If you assume that 
total kmown reserves are going to 
go on increasing indetinitely, he 
says, then there can be no catas- 
trophes. “If the Umits are removed," 
Meadows comments, “the system 
can grow forever. Sussex did mot 
need to alter and simulate our model 
to make this point.” 

Professor Freeman and his Sussex 
colleagues say that “Limits to 
Growth” has seriously misled its 
many readers by errors of both 
omission and commission, and that 
to base policy decision on it, as Pro- 
fessor Meadows ‘wants, would be ἃ 
great mistake. Professor Meadows 
replies that the basic structure of 
the model is still intact. Although it 
cannot give precise predictions of 
when the world system will collapse, 
he believes that the general trends 
predicted by World 3 are right, and 
that governments should start to 
act on its conclusions now. 


Total conflict 


The conflictis total “It seems pos- 
sible," as Professor Meadows com- 
ments, “for either side to look at 
the same world and find support for 
its view. Technological optimists see 
only rising life expectancies, more 
comfortable lives, the advance of 
human knowledge and improved 
wheat strains. Malthusians see only 
rising populations, destruction of the 
land, extinct species, urban ugliness 
and increasing gaps between the 
rich and poor.” 

But who is right? In essence, the

Histadrut’s use of members’ cues 
not matter for Labour Court 


Before Justices Landau, Berinson 


and Etzioni 


General Federation of Labour (His- 
tadrut), Appellant, v. Dr. Boaz Moav, 


Respondent (C.A. 64/72). 


membership or his rights and duties 
as a member. 


In explanation of this conclusion, 
Justice Berinson pointed out that 
the appellant is an organization 
with widespread functions in many 
fields affecting the lives of its mem- 
bers, who number almost half the 
population of the country. If the 
appellant's interpretation of the law 
were accepted, therefore, it would 
mean that any dispute between 2 
member and the appellant connected 
with any of these variegated fields 
would come within the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the labour courts. 

He for his part could not coz- 
ceive, he continued, that by the use 
of three magic words — “connected 
with membership" — the legisla~ 
ture had intended going to such far- 
reaching lengths as to deprive al- 
most half the population of accvss 
to the ordinary courts of law in 50 
many diverse and important fields 
85 come within the scope of the ap~ 
pellant’s activities. On the contrary, 
the last part of section 24(a}(4), 
which lmits the acHons which tome 
within the exclusive jurisdiction of 
the labour courts to such aS are 
connected with the sphere of ac- 
tivity of the organization “in labour 
affairs" and not in any others, would 
seem to testify to exactly the oppo- 
site conclusion. 

For, although the words “in labour 
affairs” do not refer also to ac- 
tions connected with membership, 
tag the District Court had er- 
roneously thought) it is unfeasible 
to give part of the section so broad 
an interpretation as to vest the Is- 
bour courts with jurisdiction in 
matters which another part of the 
section expressly excludes, 

The appeal should, therefore, be 
dismissed. 


Justice Etzioni 
In concurring that the appeal 
should be dismissed, Justice Etzion! 
said that he, for his part, could 
understand the argument that ithad 
been the intention of the legisla- 
ture to empower the labour courts 
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to intervene in internal matters of 
an employees’ organization even 
when that organization is as 
and many-faceted as the appe! 
For -he could see nothing ext! 
dinary in a labour court's deciding 
such members’ actions against the 
organization as are based oa alle- 
gations that the organization has 
acted contrary to tts own corstitu- 
tion or contrary to other rules by 
which it is bound. 

However, he continued, if that had 
been the intention of the legisla- 
ture it should have found expilcit 
and unequivocal expression in the 
Jaw itself. For the rule is thai, 
where the question of the jurisdic- 
tion of a court whose powers are 
limited to special matters, to the 
exclusion of the general courts, is 
at issue. then the provisions of the 
law which vest this court with its 
jurisdiction must be strictly and nar- 
rowly construed. This rule, he voted, 
is based on the maxim of law 
that: 

“nothing shall be Intended in be vut 

of the forisdiction of the superior 

court but that which speci: ape 
pears to be so; nothing ἐς inte Ea 
be within the jurisdiction of an 
inferior coert bot that which Is ex- 
pressly allered"”? (see Broom, Zegel 

Maxims, r0th ed.). 

In the light of the above rule, 
Justice Etzioni held. he azreed with 
Justice Berinson that the words 
“eommected with membership’ in 
section 24(a)(4} should be given a 
marrow interpretation. For if the 
legislature had wished to bring all 
matters connected with the rights 
and duties of members of employees’ 
organizations within the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the labour courts 
they should have said so expressiv. 
As the legislature had not done co, 
there was no alternative but to 12- 
terpret the above words as Justice 
Berinson had done. 

Justice Landau concurred with his 
colleagues. 

Appeal dismissed with 1L1,000 
costs, and case returned to District 
Court to be considered on its merits. 

Judgment given on January 3, 
1973. 


Peace without pressure is the crux 
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CHURCH AND 


FREEDOM of religion in this 
part of the world — and 
especially in the areas which 
were at one time under Turkieh 
rule — has traditionally not been 
interpreted 2s it would be in 
Europe or the American conti- 
nent y — that the indivi- 
dual is free to believe what he 
pleases, to join whatever reli- 
gious community he chooses, and 
to let his life run in lay chan- 
nels from birth to death if he so 
pleases. It has been taken to 
mean, instead, that the com- 
munity, or the heads of each 
recognized community, are 
authorized to control the reli- 
gious lives of their adherents. 
It meant that Jews could be 
sure that orphaned 
would not be forcibly converted 
to Islam, as was practice 
in some Moslem countries until 
quite recently, or that a Chris- 
tian might have to fear for his 
life. 


This freedom for the commun- 
ities was confirmed in the terms 
under which the Mandate for 
Palestine was given to Britain. 
As the successor government to 
the Mandatory authorities in 
1948, Israel automatically under- 
took to protect the right of the 
churches to continue to adminis- 
ter their own affairs. The major 
churches have created no great 
problems, and they have had 
no complaints. It was particu- 
larly noted that in his conver- 
sation with Mrs. Meir, P: Paul 
confirmed that the atholic 
Church appreciated Israel’s at- 
titude towards the church. 

Friction is now being created 
by some small evangelical de- 
nominations which e it their 
main aim to “save the Jews,” 
as they see it. The implied deni- 
gration of Judaism, but also the 
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CONVERSION 


threat that Jews will be torn 
away from the community, has 
tionally seemed to Jews only 
a little short of physical murder, 
though the results of the most 
strenuous efforts to make con- 
yerts have always been meagre. 
Converts who were tempted by 
financial benefits, such as aid to 
families who sent children to 
mission schools, have commonly 
shaken off their conversion again 
as soon as the benefits ended. 


The real anomaly must be 
sought in the widely different 
attitude of Jews to conversion 
and that of the churches, which 
do not concern themselves about 
individuals of their community 
who are converted to Judaism, 
most often as the result ot wish- 
ing to marry a Jew. ere is 
meré in this difference than the 
fact that the Jews were long a 
threatened minority: it was felt 
that ἃ Jew had gone over ἰο ἢ 
what was looked upon as the 
enemy.

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‘i what I have to say teday I want to con- 
sider the stand taken by David Ben-Gurlor 
on the Pertition Plan put forward by the 
Peel Commission |x 1937, 1 am doling this. 
of course, because I believe that it ts of sig- 
nificance for us in connection with what has 
become the central issue of our political exls- 
tence — the new borders. 

At the sesslon of the Labour Party Secre- 
tarfat on February 1, Mr. Yitshait Ben-Aharon 
expounded his stand In the “fundamental 
debate within Zionism gn the relations be- 
tween us and the Arabs, and on the way to 
estabilsh the Jewish State in this part of the 
world.’ When he explained his demand for 
withdrawa!, it emerged that he has turned 
from en opponent of the Partition Plan to 2 
supporter — retroactively, after a ‘time out" 
of 36 years. Ben-Aharon said emphatically 
that he, personally, owed a debt of gratitude 
to Ben-Gurion from those days. "Ben-Gurion 
understood, decided and led the nation towards 
realism and political understanding.” 

A key phrase in Ben-Aharon’s speech was 
very similar to something Ben-Gurion said ir 
the discussions on Partithon. Ben-Aharon said 
“Hence we never agreed and never could ac- 
espt that the Land of Israel can be divided 
into parts of varying degrees of sacredness, 
or of dagrees of importance as instruments 
in the education of the Jewish people. We did 
not divide the Land of Israel in the conscious- 
ness of our generation, or its wonder and its 
messianic yearning. Nor did we divide & in 
the awareness of our real political rights dur- 
Ing our successful struggle. Some wondered 
how we could weave into the Jewish aware- 
ness a mixture of values, wondered how we 
could combine a deep historical and traditional 
feeling that has always sanctified every foot 
οὗ earth in the Land of Israel with the realistic 
political understanding that compelled us toa 
accept the political division of the Land. 

Ben-Gurion’s view 

In fact, at the 20th Zicnist Congress in 
1937, during the debate on the Partition pro- 
posal, Ben-Gurion said that concepts were be- 
ing confused, and that some of our comrades 
were confusing spiritual concepts with politl- 
cal concepts. He sald that the unity of the 
Land was an established fact in the heart of 
the Jewish people and In its history. “It was an 
iron fact that thousands of vears of exile 
and insecurity could not shake or root out: 
apparently there was no power in the world 
that could root it out of the Jewish heart. But 
I fear that here our friends are confusing 2 
spiritual concept with a political one and are 
confusing an aspiration with a practical fact. 
When they speak of the Whole Land as though 
it were @ fact, as though it were in objective 
existence now, then they are disregarding truth. 
There is no Whole Land at the present time. 
The Land was one political unit only in the 
days of our national independence. And even 
then only during certain periods.” 

T think, however, that Ben-Gurion and Ben- 
Aharon part ways beyond this puint, beyond 
the question of the spiritual and the political 
concept of the Land. 

Ben-Gurion welcomed Partition, not because 
he feared for our demographic position, and 
not in order to avold having to rule over 
Arabs (and the proposed Jewish State had a 
population of 300,000 Arabs and 400,000 Jews), 
but in order to be freed of the British Man- 
date and to have an independent Jewish State 
in which the way would be open for a great 
upswing in Zionist achievement, 


Two choices 


“If we are to consider it carefully and 
responsibly we see that there are two choices 
available to us: a British Mandate or a Jew- 
ish ‘State. Which of them will allow us to 
speed up the growth of the Jewish popula- 
Hon’s strength? Which of them will erable us 
to bring tn the maximum number of Jews in 
the shortest possible time? Which will enable 
us to erect the strongest structure for the 
realization of the Zionist idea in the later 
stages? For neither the Mandate nor the pro- 
posed State are the final stage in the realiza- 
tion of Zionism. Each of them is a station 
on the way. 

“By establishing the State I do not relin- 
quish any one part of the Land of Israel, 
neither east nor west, north nor south. All 
1 am willing to give up. under certain cir- 
cumstances, are the British bayonets that ac- 
company us on the road to Nablus or Jenin. 
I believe that we shall be able to settle in all 
parts of the Land of Israel by peaceful means, 
without interference and without the aid of 
foreign bayonets as a result of the strength 
of the Jewish State, the strength of our craa- 
Hive effort and the justice of our case, and 
the strength of the friendly relations which 
the Jewish State will establish with its Arab 
neighbours.” 

Ben-Gurlon's support of the Partition Plan 
was based on two closely linked assumptions: 
1) The Jewish State would create opportunities 
for immigration, settlemeat and developmert, 
Zionist work that had been blocked or limited 
by the mandatory government. 2) Not oniy 
was Partition not the last stage, but we would 
become stronger in an independent St2te and 
be able to increase the areas of setUlement 
beyond the Partition borders, and into all parts 
of the Land of Israel. Neither of these con- 
siderations apply today. Today's partition will 


Defence Minister Moshe

What they have In mind 
is a permanent border for Israel. 


Borders and peace 

The debate that Is now in progress on Is- 
rael’s borders Is in fact part of the discus- 
sion of our relationship with the Arabs, and 
first of all of a peace agreement with them. 

In 1937 the question of how a (peace) agree- 
ment was to be achieved with the Arabs also 
zeeupled a central position In the discussion 
of the Partition Plan. Ben-Gurion again fore- 
saw two stages: Israel would gain in strength, 
and this would cause the Arabs to accept our 
existence and later to seek cooperation; Arab- 
Jewish cooperation would create the frame- 
work for Arab acceptance of Jewish settlement 
within the area of the Arab state. 

“I see our future and the future of the 
Land in the restoration of its unity and whole- 
ness through free agreement and the mutual 
practical needs of the Jewish and Arab 
peoples, 

“The Jewish State will serve as an element 
— and possibly the main element — in an 
Arab-Jewish agreement whose outline and ex- 
tent we may not yet be able to discern. Why 
nas there been no such agreement up to now? 
The reason is simple: we are weak, and we 
are few. The Arabs do not see, or think they 
do not see, any benefit in an agreement with 
us that would enable us to grow. They claim 
— and there fs some’ basis in reality to the 
clalm — that this ls an Areb country and 
that they do not wish and cannot allow us to 
turn it into a Jewish country, or even into 
an Arab-Jewilsh country. They do not share 
the belief that our growth in this country is 
decreed by history, by fate. This belief can 
be held only by Jews. In Arab eyes the Jew- 
ish National Home was nothing but a British 
οἷοί, a wicked plot that took the land from 
the Arabs, which they must fight to prevent 
it from being carried out. 


Strong power 

“Only when the Jews have become a strong 
Fower in the Land will the Arabs recognize 
our existence and the great, advantages for 
the resurgence of the Arab nations that can 
come from the friendship and aid of the Jewish 
people. Only when there is a Jewish nation 
in the Land will the pact between the two na- 
tions be made. The country cannot be divided 
into sections for historical, natural and 
economic reasons, and troublesome artificial 
borders wlil be abolished by mutual agreement 
and for the mutual benefit of the two sides 
which will have to respect each other.” 

Nothing came of the Partition Plan al- 
though it had the support of a majority at 
the Congress. The general assumption that 
the Mandate was coming to an end and that 
its place would be taken by Jewish and Arab 
states proved correct. Almost ten 
years later the State of Israel was established 
in part of the former mandated area, Al- 
though the Israel of 1948 was four times as 
large 85 the Jewish State proposed in 1937, 
Ben-Gurion considered it “a tragedy for ge- 
nerations™ that the Israel Defence Forces had 
not taken the West Bank down to the Jordan. 
Another 30 years passed and in 1967 Zahal 
reached not only the Jordan, but also the 
Suez Canal and Mount Hermon, Without any 
doubt, the military, economic and technological 
strength of Israel rose far beyond anything 


that Ben-Gurion might have expected the Par- 
tition State of 1937 to achieve. 


Arab attitude 


‘When we look at the attitude of the Arabs 
towards us today can we say that Ben-Gurion 
was right in his prediction in 1937 that “when 
Jewish power becomes a reality in numbers, 
in economy and In Statehood... then the Par- 
tition that has been made necessary now by 
the Arab war against Zionism will be abolish- 
ed by the free wish of the Arabs”? To our 
great regret this is not what has happened. 
Ben-Gurion looked on the Partition State of 
1987 as a stage in Zionist development and 
expected that the borders of Its Arab nelgh- 
bour state would be open to Jewtsh settle- 
ment in all parts of the country by agree- 
ment of the Arabs. It is now clear that if 
the Partition Plan had been capable of being 
carried out and Israel had been established 
within the borders proposed in 1937, it would 
have remained confined and under pressure 
and without any prospect of growth because 
we would not have been able to obtain the

Deepest level 

I would like to quote something more that 
Ben-Gurion said at the time of the Partition 
debate because it seems to me very toptcal. 
On the nature of the debate and on our ap- 
proach to it he said, “Let us not gloss over 
differences of opinion nor pretend agreement 
with comrades and teachers and leaders in 
thrashing out this question, for every one 
amongst us can here look only into’ his own 
Zionist conscience to tell him which way he 
should go. We have been brought face to face 
with a Zionist debate that reaches down into 
the deepest levels, for it is a turning point 
in the history of the Jewish people. We are 
debating an issue that goes down to the 
roots of Zionism and to the soul of the Jew- 
sh nation, In this grave debate every one of 
us must look into his own soul and say what 
he finds there — say everything that he 
finds there,” 

On the uature of the subject under discus- 
+ “There can be no disagreement 
among us concerning the unity of the Land 
of Israel or our link with it, or our claim 
to the whole land. To our regret the unity 
of the Land of Israel is not a political fact 
at present. It has not been a political fact 
for many generations past. The land is cut 
and torn into four pleces. In the most faithful 
place, the heart of the Jewish people, the 
unity is engraved in letters that will not fade. 
You may root out a Jewish heart, but no 
power can root out the Land of Israel, the 
whole Land of Israel, from such a heart. 

Finally, as the operative conclusion, he sald: 
“What there will be here in another 15 years 
will depend on what happens here during this 
period. When a Zionist speaks of the Unity 
of the Land he does not mean its physical 
wholeness or met ical wholeness, but 
means Jewish settlement in the whole of the 
From the Zionist point of view, then, the 
true criterion of what is called belief in the 
whole Land of Israel is not just the political 
ownership of some part of the country, nor 
the abstract belief in its wholeness; the pur- 
pose and touchstone of Zlonism is toe be found 

the actual realization of Jewish settlement 
in all parts of the land. 

I would like to add some polats that must 
algo, In the last resort, be translated into 
action. 

Supreme aim 

Peace with the Arab countries, or progress 
towards such peace, even by stages, is our 
supreme aim today, and we must continuous- 
ly Usten for Arab readiness for peace. But 
we must also take into consideration that the 
day for which we are walting may take a 
Jong time to come. We must not allow our- 
selves to be drawn into a situation in which 
we cannot hold out, in which we will be under 
pressure and forced to accept peace under 
conditions that do not suit us. We must so 
organiza our work in the areas, our defence 
policies and our own development, that even 
8 situation of “no war, no peace” cannot be- 
come intolerable. 

‘We must speed up and widen the scope of 
our settlement in the areas. There must be 
settlement in both villages and towns, public 
building and private investment. Let us not 
say that it is beyond our powers to build 
the town of Yamit (on the coast south of 
Rafah) while we are planning additioual towns 
in the sands of Rishon and east of Petah 
Tikva, 

There is no shortage of willing hands: Many 
young people would like ἐσ go out to settle 
in the areas, immigration from the Soviet 
Union is not negligible, and the financial help 
given us by the Jewish people hag risen to 
heights that had not been reached before. 
Our military strength protects our achieve- 
ments and gives us a degree of security not 
known before. The Government of israel de- 
cides what shall be done from the Suez Canal 
to the Hermon. Let us not ourselves impose 
arbltrary borders and limitation on settlement, 
or threaten ourselves with "glowing embers." 
Even if dangers do threaten our work it Is 
better to dare and act than to endanger our- 
selvea by inaction. 
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SADAT BRINGS INQUISITION TO EGYPT

CAIRO (Ofns). — 
MILING faces of silent stu- 
dents seen on Egyptian tele- 
vision and in the newspapers were 
Meant to support the official claim 
that peace had been restored on 
university campuses, and that 
courses had been resumed “ln an 
atmosphere of mature consclous- 
ness end ἃ sense of responsl- 
bility.” 

But when foreign correspon- 
dents were taken on a guided 
tour of the universities, closed 
by President Sadat on January 3 
after political activity had sared 
‘into open rebellion, they were 
ordered to “look, photogreph but 
not epeak to the students." 

This farcical exercise in public 
relations typifies the tragi-comic 
‘situation here in which the pub- 
ie [8 asked to accept at face 
value patent deception and see. 
through camouflage. University 
fe restarted this month only 
under strict new rules of con- 
duct which exclude any activity 
not jn compHance with the offi- 
elal party Une. Expulsion is the 
penalty for infringing these rules, 
which prohibit “any encroach. 
ment on reiigion" end require 
“strict commitment to the na- 
tlonal political life, constructive 
and objective criticium shorn of 
slander, instigation or provoca- 
‘tion, and due respect for tradi- 
ton and university values.” 

Political meetings must be or- 
Banized by the official student 
bodies — which the rebel stu-

dents do not recognize — and 
are subject to approval by the 
dean, who must have three days 
2dvance notice of the time and 
Place, and the names of the 
speakers, 

But within hours of reopening, 
the news had spread in the city 
tha: slogans criticizing’ the re- 
Sime had reappeared on the walls 
of Cairo Universtty, that stu- 
Gents of the engineering faculty 
of Ain Shams had started a sit- 
in strike, Alt Oalro University 

Hew dispersed a group of about 
50 mothers who attempted 8. sit- 
in strike, demanding the release 
of students held dn detention 
Rince the ead of December. 

Mutiny spread 

In a speech to the People's 
Assembly on January 31, Presi- 
dent Sadat diamissed the student 
incidents as having been staged 
by “fewer than 100 discredited 
dissidents," but he drew 9 pic- 
ture of dasident and mutiny 
Spreading far beyond the Mmits 
of ualversity campuses. 

He told the Assembly that an 
operation planned by the “adven- 
turous Left” and the “retrogade 
Right’ wag to have’ been imple- 
mented on January 1. He spoke 
of the “pashas who began to 
form shadow cabinets and pre- 
Pare to take over power..." of 
“members of the avant garde 
who are in touch pe μετα τα τε 
of power,” of professional people 
who are encouraging deviation 
and mutiny, of Egyptian journal- 


ists and intellectuals who fed to 
the foreign press distorted pic- 
‘tures of the situation in Egypt, 
and misleading information. 

The impression created by Sa- 
dat's 105-minute speech was not 
that of a ruler baited by a hand- 
ful of recalcitrant students, but 
of one besieged on all sides; an 
(solated, worrled, ‘frightened 
man, determined to crack down 
on all opposition and criticism, 

Deprived, on his own admis- 
sion, of the support of the “Left, 
Right, the intelligentsia, the pa- 
shas, the minority privileged 
class,” Sadat announced the dis- 
coven: ae ‘3 new form of subver- 

lion rected against Egypt's 
“working forces.” 

“For the first time in the his- 
tory of our march," he told the 
Assembly, “there has been devi- 
ation from ‘the basic political line 
of the 1052 revolution, namely, 
‘the Alliance of the Working 
People — ἃ deviation which ig 
more or less a mutiny.” This al- 
ence provided “for a δῦ per
